HAVANA. Feb. 1—Considerable anxiety 
is felt here regarding the result of the mill- 
tary operations now being conducted 
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against Generals Maximo Gomez and An- 
tonio Maceo under. the personal direction 
of Gen. Marin, the acting Captain General 
of Cuba. It is believed that Marin has 
the ambition to strike a death blow to the 


insurrection before the arrival from Spain | 
of Gen. Weyler, the successor of Marshal . 
Martinez de Campos as Captain General of | 
Cuba, and it is understood he has taken 
every step possible under the circumstances 
to accomplish this end. 

But ambition is not the only spur to Gen. 
Marin’s. activity. It is coming to be ad- 


mitted, even in Cuban circles, that the in- 
surrectior has reached a precarious stage 
from several causes, notably lack of am- | 
munition and arms and the want of. fresh 

horses and supplies. The steps taken by ' 
the Spanish authorities in gathering in. 
all the horses and cattle possible have had 

the effect of weakening the insurgents con- 

siderably. Their horses,,as a rule, are al- | 
most worn out, and being kept almost con- 
tinually on the march for months past, 
they are nct allowed to recuperate. The 
tactics of the Spaniards seem to be to keep 
the insurgents constantly moving from place 
te place night and day, and so gradually 
wear them out. There is little doubt that 
the insurgents are feeling the effects of 
these tactics, for their trails are marked 
by numbers of lame, emaciated horses, | 
and they are constantly increasing as time 
wears on. 

Hitherto the great drawback under which 
the Spaniards have labored has been the lack 
of cavalry with which to pursue the quick- | 
ly-moving mounted infantry of the insur- 
gents. This defect is being gradually rem. | 
edied, and Gen. Marin has now with him! 
in the Province of Pinar Del Rio a force of 
cavalry almost equal in numbers, it ‘s said, 
to the cavalrymen of Maceo, who is still 
understood to be in the vicinity of Pinar Del 
Rio, awaiting Gomez, who, according to all 
reports, has been for some time past 
everything possible to effect a junction o 
his force with those of Maceo. But there 
is no denying that the Spanish commanders 
have up to the present succeeded in keep- 
ing the insurgent armies apart. -With this 
object in view a new military line has just 
been drawn, north and south from Mariel, 
on the northern coast. of Pinar Del Rio, 
through Guanejay and Artemisa, to the 
southern coast near Mangas, and upon the 
maintenance of this new line a great deal 
is said to depend. 

A dispatch from the front this morning 
announced that Brigadier General -Canello, 
who is in command of’the military line 
drawn across Pinar dél Rio, was engaged 
yesterday with a portion of the forces com- 
manded by Gomez. The fight took place 
between Mirose and San Augustine, and is 
reported to have resulted in a reputse of 
the insurgents. While Canello maintains 
the middle line, General Marin, it is report- 
ed, will push on westward in an attempt 
to engage Maceo. 

Gomez, when last heard from yesterday, 
was in the neighborhood of Paso Redondo 
a little north of Batabano, which would 
seem to substantiate the official statements 
to the effect that Gomez has been driven 
away eastward from the frontier of the 
Province of Pinar del Rio, owing to the 
pursuit of the Spaniards, 

The health of Gomez continues to give 
much anxiety to his friends. Confirmation 
was received here that he was suffering 
from consumption and that he was not ex- 
pected to live ovgr two months longer. 


The exodus of the better class of people 
from Cube continues, and the price of pro- 
visions, etc., continue to go up.

The worst of it ig that there igs no 
glimmer of sunshine anywhere, the best that 
can be expected being a long, tedious strug- 
gie with an unsatisfactory ending to’ the 
business man in any case, |

The 
failure is chiefly Lord Roseberry’s and Lord 
Kimberly's, but the Marquis of Salisbury igs 
also responsible. If he had retired from an 
almost impossible position, the precursors, 
five months of the autumn massacres would 
have been avoided and yesterday’s humili- 
ating confession of failure and impotence 
would not have been needed, ,

ARKANSAS COLLECTORS 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Validity 
ef an Important Lew.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 1—The Su- 
preme Court settled a very important ques- 
tion this morning when it decided that the 
law passed by the last Legislature, making 
city collectors ex-officio collectors of local 
improvement districts, is constitutional.

What the Illinois Live Stock Commis: 
sion Says About Them.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 1—In .the, 
tenth annual report of the Illinois State, 
Live Stock Commission, just completed and 


laid before the Governor, the commission- | 

ers say: 
‘The total number of examinations of 
cattle arfected with lumpy jaw at the 
Union Stock Yards was 8346. Of this num- 
ber, 2,342 were held for being badly dis- 
eased and were subjected to a post mortem 
inspection,..in accordance with the rules 
adopted conjointly by the Live Stock Ex-. 
change and this beard. Of thé number, 
held for slaughter, 653 passed as being fit: 
for human consumption—the disease not) 
being present-in a sufficient degree to ren- 
der the. meat unwholesome; the remainder, 
1,689. were condemned for being in a Stage. 
of diseadé’ whereby the meat became dan-. 
gerous, and were tanked and converted into. 
tallow and -fertiliger. 

“The average ssed weight of the car- | 
casses thaf were condemned was 562 pounds, | 
for which the’ owner realized $1.25 per hun- 
dred pounds or about $7 per head. For the 
passed carcasses the owners received an) 
average of a little over 5 cents per pound, | 
or an average of $34.17 per animal. Under ' 
the previous farcical system of inspection 
the professional lumpy jaw dealers would 
have secured two-thirds of all these cattle 
(8,346) at an average of $20 or/less per head. 
We are, therefore, enabled to show a saving 
to the shippers of $79,000 in round numbers.

This result was reached at 3 o’clock to- 
day after three hours of caustic debate and 
sharp parliamentary fencing. he public 
interest in the culmination of the protracted 
struggle was shown by crowded. galleries 
and a full attendance on the floor, seventy- 
seven Senators being present and the others 
paired.

THE TRAGEDY IN'THE COUNTY 


Henry Segar and John Tegerman Spent 
the Day on Their Farm Under 
Technical Arrest. 


William Gillhaus, a farmer, 33 years old, 
lies dead at his mother’s farm house in St. 
Ferdinand Township. His brother Charles, 
three years his junior, is dangerously 
wounded with a dozen stab wounds in his 


. back. 

They had fought a deadly duel in the 
darkness Friday night with Farmer Henry 
Segar, 60 years old, and his son-in-law, John 
Tegerman. : 

The quartet fought because Segar and 
his son-in-law would not let the farmers 
drive across a private road that passed 


through theig property. , 
Old man Henry Segar did the killing. His 


Weapon was a pocket knife. 

The news of the killing spread through the 
township during the night and early yester- 
day marning County Justice R. C. Schnecko 
of Spanish Lake visited the scene of the 
tragedy and held an inquest. Charles Gill- 
haus was the only witness. He described 
the encounter and what led up to it. 

The verdict was self defense, but Justice 
Schnecko placed Segar and Tegerman under 
arrest. He did not take them into custody, 
preferring to wait until the Sheriff of the 
county would arrive in the afternoon. 

The two prisoners worked about their 
farm all day and chatted with the groups 
of farmers that drove in to learn the particu- 
lars of the tragedy. 

There was no ill feeling or threats of vio- 
lence agains: Segar. It was known that no 
enmity existed between the parties to the 
quarrel and the farmers felt that if Segar’s 
sad was a private one he had a right to 
prevent trespassers. 


For the past twenty years and more Henry 

ar has lived in St. Louis County. He is 

> years of age, a married man with a family. 

Some years ago one of his daughters mar- 

ried John Tegerman and settled with her 
husband on a farm adjoining her father’s. 

This land is situated about two miles from 
the junction of the Missouri and Mississipp! 
Rivers. As the crow flies. it is perhaps a 
half mile to the Missour: and a mile 
from the Mississippi. 

To reach their farm from St. Louis one 
must go out North Broadway and along the 
Columbia Bottom road to the Wehmeyer 
road, which turns east and runs to the Mis- 
sissippi. A mile from the river is a road 
which, although it runs across ete prop- 
erty, leads by turning south to Segar’s 
place and on through to the Missouri, 

The country people have been using this 
road as a public highway until it has come 
to be a matter of custom. Indeed, from 
its appearance one would imagine it to be 
a regular county road. 

It was-.over the right to traverse this 
roadway that the terrible tragedy of Fri- 
day night came about. 

Two years ago the Gillhaus boys, Charles 
and William, came to America and settled 
with their aged mother on a farm next 
north of Segar’s place. They were fine- 
looking, hardworking, stalwart fellows, 
whe by their industry soon earned a good 
name among the country people. 

Like the rést of the farmers, they were in 
the habit of using the road over Segar’s 
farm By so doing they could save them- 
selves a good three miles, for otherwise they 
would have been obliged to take an almost 
abandoned highway which runs close glong 
the Missouri’s bank from the Mississippi 
west, intersecting the Columbia Bottom 
road. ; 

From the information obtained upon this 
point, Segar has of late determined to put a 
stop to travel across his property. 

He warned all his neighbors, but despite 
this they persisted in taking the short cut. 
Then, more determined than ever, he put a 
heavy rail across the roadway, effectually 
barring passage unless it were removed. 


It was where this rail was placed that 
the deadly battle of Friday night was 
fought. 

In the morning Will Gillhaus had driven 
his team of tWo horses over his neighbor's 
road, on his Way to St. Louis for a load 
-Y lumber, with which he expected to make 
some repairs on their homestead. Segar 
saw him and laid plans then to block his 
passage when he returned at night. 

The young man secured his lumber and 
started back, little suspecting that he was 
going to his death. 

His brother, Charles, knew about the 
time he was due, and when the hour ap- 
proached he put the harness on their other 
team and started on foot to meet him 
where the private road ran into the Weh- 
meyer road. 

The former is deep with mud, and Charles 
knew the team which had come all the way 
from St. Louis would be tired and would 
need assistance. So he walked down, driy- 
ing his horses x sage of him.

But Wholesalers Who Don’t Quit Re- 
tailing Will Lese Seme Trade.

The St. Louis Butchers’ Union wants the 
St. Louis wholesalers to stop retailing 
meats. The question has been agitated for 
months and an agreement has only been 
partially reached. : 
The Butchers’ Union is composed of 
something like 300 members, about one-half 
the butchers of the city. At a meeting 
held two weeks ago it was decided that a 
communication be submitted each wholesale 
meat house in the city asking if they would 
not stop retailing and leave that to the 
regular retailers. The Retail Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation met with the butchers and added 
their request to the communication. 
As a result of the request half a dozen of 
the St. Louis’ wholesale houses, and prac- 
tically all of the Chicago concerns who 
have branch houses here, answered in a 
manner satisfactory to the retailers and 
agreed to confine themselves strictly to the 
wholesale trade. 
These answers were read at the last 
meeting of the Butchers’ Union ‘and Sat- 
urday another circular was ordered printed 
and sent to each member of both the butch- 
ers and Retail Grocers’ Association. The 
circular gays: “It is the. sense of the St. 
Louis Butchers’ Union that we prefer to 
extend our support and give preference in 
making purchases to those firms, who, by 
their response, have proven that they are 
‘our friends.’ ” 
The circular is signed by the President 
and Secretary of the Butchers’ Association, 
and the names of the firms who have agteed 
to do strictly a wholesale business accom- 
pany it. 
Walter Pfeifer, 2122 Franklin avenue, is 
president of the butchers organization. To 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Pfeifer said: 
This is no boycott scheme. We do not 
even ask our members not to buy their sup- 
plies from the wholesalers who insist on 
retailing. We suggest that it is to their 
interest not to give their patronage to deal- 
ers who compete with them, but the union 
would take no action were any of its mem- 
bers to buy supplies from them. 
The retail grocers have allied themselves 
with us in this movement for the reason 
that our interests and theirs are almost 
identical. The grocers sell large quantities 
of salt and smoked meax and it is natural 
that they should think as we do. There 
are fully 300 butchers in St. Louis who are 
not members of our union, but a large 
roportion of them will buy their supplies 
on the dealers who do not compete with 
em. 

Now we do not contend that the whole- 
sale concerns sell meats at retail for a less 
price than we do. But it is a fact that 
they can make a bigger showing than we 
retailers can, and people like to buy where 
— can see a vast array of before 

em. 

The wholesalers have a right to sell at 
retail if they want to, and the retailers 
have a right to buy their supplies from 
whom they choose. The retailers can stand 
it if the wholesalers can. But I think the

The recent discovery of Prof. Rontgen, 
Professor of Physics in the University of 
Wurzburg, Bavaria, which it is believed is 
deatined to revolutionize photography, is 
the latest topic to claim the attention of 
scientists in Europe and America. By the 
Rontgen discovery, pictures may be taken 
of the interor of solid substances. The skull

Arthur Schneider’s Strange Story 
of Killing a St. Louis Girl. 


NO RECORD OF HIS CRIME. 


After Killing Two Men in New Or- 
leans He Confesses to an 
Earlier Crime. 


The story of a murder, of which the police 
of St. Louis have no record, is told in a 
confession made by Arthur Schneider, for- 
merly of St. Louts, to the New Orleans, 1a.,

ANTI-TOXINE FOR HORSES. 


Leck-Jaw in Dumb Brutes May Now 
Be Cured by This Means. 


Lock-jaw anti-toxine, for the treatment of 
human beings, has just been demonstrated 
by Veterinary Surgeon Charles Ellis of No. 
10 South Cardinal avenue, to be as effica- 
cious for the treatment of horses as of men, 
Dr. Ellis has just discharged as cured an 


animal that was apparently in the last 


stages of the disease when he was called 
to treat it. . 

The horse, a magnificent bay, is the prop- 
erty of Schaefer Bros. & Powell and is 
now back at work as if nothing had ever 
ailed it. ,This is the first application of 
the remedy to animals ever essayed in 
America, although several similar cases 
have been successfully undertaken in Ger- 
many. 
On Dec. 30, Dr. Ellis was summoned to 
the stables of Schaefer Bros. & Powell, 
and found the animal suffering intense 
agony. He at once perceived that tetanus 
was the trouble, but the attaches of the 
stable were positive that no injury had 
been received that would account for the 
disease. 

There was no mistaking the symptoms, 
however. Almost every muscle was tense, 
the horse stood cramped, its nostrils stiff 
and distended, ears erect and immovable, 
tail extended, and the body drawn up. 
The slightest touch almost caused a spasm, 
showing the extreme nervousness always 
accompanying the disease. As yet the jaws 
had not become locked, but this was the 
only symptom lacking. .The animal was 
frothing at the mouth badly. 

Dr. Ellis’ first advice was that the horse 
be sent to the rendering works. He was 
such an excellent mate to the other of the 
team, and had proved so Valuable, that it 
was decided to save him if possible. The 
city was scoured for anti-toxine, and one 
bottle of the crystals was secured. This 
was injected by Dr. Ellis, a golution of about 
an ounce and one-half of the drug, or fifty 
The injection was made in the 
neck by means of a hypodernic syringe. 
This was all the drug that could be se- 
cured at the time, but the next day there 
were marked signs of improvement. 

The frothing at the mouth had almost en- 
tirely disappeared and the tension of the 
muscles had been relieved. No more anti- 
toxine could be secured until the following 
Friday, the first injection having been made 
on Monday. Meanwhile the animal contin- 
ued to improve and was placed in a large 
stall, where it was soon able to walk 
about. 

On Friday two bodStles additional of the 
crystals were secured, These were injected 

e same day, ten hours apart. After this 
it was found unnecessary to make further 
injections. The §orse continued to improve 
and within th weeks its condition was 
such as to pe Dr. Ellis to search for the 
cause of the plaint. In the left fore- 
foot, just back the ‘frog, was found an 
8-penfiy nail, which the horse had picked 
up on the streed. This was removed. 

“The treatment is quite expensive,’’ said 
Dr. Ellis last night, “but I think that it 
is justified. The stuff costs $6 an injection, 
bus at $50 for a cure it would be justified on 
a $50 horse, because of the risk run in pur- 
chasing a new horse.”

LONDON, Feb. 1—As was expected, in 
view of the death of Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, the past week has been the quiet- 
est socially, recorded for @ long time past, 
and politically, in spite of the aftermath of 
the alleged Russo-Turkish entente the week 
has been glmost devoid of interest. 

In spite of the fact that they have been 
suffering terribly from grief, the Queen and 
Princess Beatrice have continued to enjoy 
excellent health.

Princess Reatrice 
has resolved to make her home on the Isle 
ot Wight, of which her late husband was 
Governor, and where he was much liked.

Erwin n consideration of his furnishing 
the money to fight the claims of Mrs, Be- 
ett’s children.

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A STUDY FRO/1 LIFE OF ARCHBISHOP JOHN J. KAIN AS HE APPEARED I 
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N THE PULPIT OF ST. AGNES’ CHURCH LAST SUNDAY. 
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GRAY AND VENERABLE 
AND RICH IN HISTORY. 


The Old Catholic Cathedral Stands, an Ecclesiastical 
Landmark—lIts Prelate, Archbishop Kain. 


It has been said of the Catholic Cathedral ; 


on Walnut street that old St. Louisans, 
whether Catholics or not, loved every stone 
in it. The venerable pile is now in its de- 
cline. Once it was the glory of the city and 


located in the residence section, sufficiently 
removed from the hum of business. To-day 


far westward beyond it, d the residence 
rtions are miles away. he parish itself 
as become the pcorest in the city. Its 
boundaries are from the river to Eleventh 
street, and from Washington to Poplar. 


That territory, although comprising a large, 


art of the mercantile wealth of the city, 
practically only the poor for parishion- 
ers. Yet the old Cathedral is loved for 
what it has been and what it has done. 
Since the day when it and one other church 
were the only Catholic placzs of worship in 
St. Louis, the Cathedral and its prelates 
have had much to do with the advancement, 
religious, social, moral and intellectual, 
of the community. 


It was in 1818 that St. Louis was first 
made tthe episcopal seat of Bishop Dubourg 
of Louisiana. 

In 1827 St. Louis was.erected into an 
episcopal gee and remained euch until 
raised to an arch-diocese in 1847. Catholic 
missionaries went hand tn hand with. the 
earliest pioneers who explored the Mississ- 
om For Marquette spread the gospel in 
Iilinois as early as 1673 and in 1711 there were 
missions at St. Joseph, Peoria, Kaskaskia 
and Cahokia, and the records of births and 
niarriages, mostly written in- French, are 
now in the Cathedral rectory, dating back 
to 1787, nearly thirty years before Pierre 

lede blazed trees to mark the spot which 
had selected for the settlement of what 
now St. Louis. 


The Catholic missionaries were years in 
advance of their Protestant brethren, and 
while they traveled from station to station 
in the latter part of the last century and 
established churches were few, the new get- 


tlement of St. Louis was not long without 
@ permanent church. It was in 1764 that 
Chouteau and his men arrived and two yeers 
later Fr. Meurin established a mission 
which became permanent. The first resi- 


- @ent priest was Fr. Valentin, a Capuchin, 


who was stationed here from 1772\till 1775. 
The first parish was formed in 1776 and a 
church south of the present Cathedral was 
pull. In 1818, as stated, Bishop Dubourg of 

visiana came to St. Louts ac- 
companied by Bishop Fl t of 
Kentucky and a number of missionary 
eee and established his residence here, 

e ded here till 1824 and before returning 
to New Orleans Fr. Joseph Rosatti was in- 
stalled as his coadjutor. 


The changes have been remarkably few 
since, Bishop Rosatti succeeded Bishop 
Dubourg. In 184 this bishop went to Rome 
and was sent to Hayti by the Holy See on 
a diplomatic mission. While in Rome the 
gecond time, in 1841, he met Fr. Peter Rich- 
ard Kenrick, who had gone there intending 


to apply for permission to enter the Jesuits’ 


The - 
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rick. Afterwards he was promoted to the 
See of Chicago. In 1872 Rt. Rev. P. J. Ryan 
was consecrated coadjutor, remaining such 
until 1883, when he was appointed Arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia. Archbishop Kenrick 
remained without a coadjutor till 1893, when 
Rt. Rev. J. J. Kain, then Bishop of Wheel- 
ing; was appointed, and owing to the failing 
powers of the venerable prelate, Archbishop 
Kain superseded him in May of last year. 
These have constituted all the changes in 
the seventy years since the See was estab- 
lished. 

Very much of the advancement of Cathol- 
icism in St. Louis was due to the zeal and 
energy of Bishop Rosatti, the first actual 
bishop of the diocese, Bishop Dubourg hav- 

belonged to Louisiana: Bishop Dubourg 


in 
rebuilt the old church, which had falften into 


ruins, and it was known as the Cathe- 
dral-Bishop Rosatti built the present Cathe- 
dray, and during his incumbency he estab- 
lished the Ladies of thesSacred Heart, Jes- 
uits’ eg is 4 Sisters of St. Joseph, Sisters 
of the Visitation, Sisters of Charity, for 
whom he founded the St. Louis Hospital; 
also he established two colleges for young 
men, three academies for young ladies and 
the first orphan asylum the city had. 

On March 28, 1830, Bishop Rosati asked 
his congregation to 44 a meeting for the 
purpose of arranging to build a new cathe- 
dral. The meet:ng was held April 4. The Bish. 
op presided, Marie Philip Leduc was secre- 
tary, and among those present were Judge 
Wilson Primm, Hon. John F. Darby and 
Capt. Elihu H. Shephard. Capt. Shephard 
was a notable figure in the earlier history of 
St. Louis; his school-house was used as a 
church by several of the Protestant de- 
nominations on first organization, and it 
afforded a meeting place for various pur- 
poses. At that meeting Bishop Resatti, in 
asking for subscriptions, set a noble exam- 
ple by himself contributing $8,000. The cor- 
ner-stone was laid Aug. 1. 1831, and the edifice 
completed and consecrated Oct. 26, , 

The first St. Vincent de Paul Society of St. 
Louis, which order still flourishes and foes 
such a grand charitable work in relieving the 
poor regardless of religious belief, was or- 
ganized in the school-house attached to 
the Cathedral. Father Heim and Bryan Mul- 
lanphy, the philanthropis:, were the prjme 
movers and really the founders of 80- 
ciety. The first members were: Bryan Mul- 
lanphy, Fr.. Heim, Fr. John O’Neil, John 
Haverty, John Everhart, John Ennis, John 
Dorack, Robert Mitchell, Joseph O'Neil, M 
O’ Keefé, Dr. Linton, Dr. O'Loughlin, James 
Maguire, John Byrne, Jr., Dennis Galvin, 
John Amend, Francis Sailer, Joseph Mur- 


hy.

There have been several notable events in 
connection with the Cathedral. In October, 
1855, the first Provincial Council of St. Louis 
was held there, the council being composed 
of Archbishop Kenrick, Bishops Miles of 
Nashville, O’Reagan of Chicagdé, Henni of 
Milwaukee, Creton of Minnesota, Loras of 
Dubuque, The various Episcopal consecra- 
tions referred to were quite notable events. 

In 1876 there was a double celebration of 
the national] centennial and that of the form- 
ing of the first Catholic parish in St. Louis, 
This was celebrated with great pomp on 
Aug. 27 of that year. Among those present 
were Judge Wilson Primm, who was pres- 
ent forty-six years before at the meeting 
held to consider the building of the Cathe- 
dra], and who for many years was leader of 
the choir; Senator Bogy, Capt. Thorwegen 
and others identified with the early days of 
the parish, of whom Archbishop Kenrick is 
the only survivor.

Flour Better—Items of Interest, . 


If the volume of bull speculation had been 
@s great as was bull sentiment last week, 
wheat would have gone right through the 
Exchange ceiling, but it was not, and, up 
to yesterday, the price did not get above 
the 86%,c top notch for May of the week 
before. Several times that price was 
bumped against, but apparently was ‘“‘top,”’ 
for a time at least. The trouble was that 
outsidy speculation had not come in strong 
enought to help out the professional trader 
who was bullish on the situation. This 
consequently left wheat in the control of 
the “plungers,” who are “milking” the 
‘market—buying on breaks and selling on 


bulgés. The outsider may be playing the 
long side, but he is not very much in 
evidence in the market. He may be con- 
g his operations to the ‘“‘bucket shops,” 
where, for all the influence his operations 
have upon the market itself, he might 
just as well be betting in his mind that 
wheat would go up. here is, however, a 
aap aged working in the market that moves 
n a mysterious way its wonders to perform. 
The general belief is that it is Armour 
of Chicago. Whoever it is, there is hardly 
a doubt that speculative manipulation con- 
tracts the market, and speculators are play- 
ing against another man’s “‘game,’’ which 
ig not usually a safe “game” to play against. 


Yesterday saw an excited advance that 
carried May up to 68%c. The market was 
s0 powerfully strong that shorts fled the 
wrath probably to come, and enthusiastic 
bulls increased their limes. A large reduc. 
tion in Liverpool’s stock for June, with 1d 
advance in that market, some very bullish 
intelligence from. the Argentine, a shorts’ 
scare and a general “‘whoop her up” by the 
butls were the exciting influences. On the 
“curb” May sold at 68 Cc. 


If an unusually strong cash situation is 
bullish, then the present situation is bull- 
ish: that is, it is so if all the reports re- 
ceived are to be belfeved. Locally it is 
60 surely, but St. Louis does not feel the 
extent of the cash demand as she did a year 
ago, when there was over 5,000,000 bushels 
in stock, nor as other markets, which now 
have large supplies on hand. With 2,272,000 
bushels in store here and the greater part 
a dead load upon the market, there can 
no “lumps’’ of 100,000 to 400,000 bushels taken 
as there was last season at this time. But 
from San Francisco in the West to Minne- 
apolis in the North, Chicago in the center 
and New York and other seaboard markets 
in the East, come advices denoting that 
the cash demand both for export and for this 
country’s milling requirements are some- 
thing wonderful. i A 

If these advices were only borne out by 
corresponding decreases in supplies. .in 
sight some confidence would be felt in 
these wonderful requirements, but that is 
just where they are not. Instead of decreas- 
ing- 1,000,000 bu or more last Monday, as ex- 

ected, the visible was only reduced 465,000 

u and the next decrease does not promise 
more than that, if that much. A year ago 
thé decrease was 1,300,000 bu and the pres- 
ent visible is slowly gaining on past years. 
The difference now is 17,000,000 bu—about 
67,000,000 bu at. present, against 84,665,000 bu 
a@ year azo—where a few weeks ago it was 
over 20,000,000 bu. That enormous spring 
wheat crop of last year is one cause for 
this, the receipts at Northwestern markets 
being extraordinary for this time of the 

ear. The total receipts at all Western mar- 

ets last week were 2,611,000 bu and of this 
2,027,000 bu came into ‘Minneapolis and Du- 
luth. For corresponding week last year the 
total Western receipts was 1,131,000 bu.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—The cotton market 
has lapsed into a state of utter stagnation. 
More attention is now being given to dis- 
cussing the merits of the situation by local 
operators than to attempt to discount the 
future course of prices. That later (de- 
velopments in regard to the crop movement 
are rather against the market is undeniable, 
but the local advocates of higher prices are 
making vigorous efforts to explain to the 
entire satisfaction of the trade the reason 
for the increase in movement. They claim 
that the increase in receipts at the county 
interior towns does not come from the plan- 
tations but from the small uncounted towns, 
and that the cotton was bought there to be 
compressed for shipment. However, it must 
be remembered that when the movement 
was small during the early part of the 
week, owing to the bad conditions of roads 
throughout the South, they made the utmest 
capital at the time of the light receipts, 
the cause of which was. generally under- 
stood. To-day’s port receipts are estimated 
at 14,000 bales, against 16,759 last week and 
22,797 last year. The amount of cotton com- 
ing into sight during the week ending last 
evening as reported by the Financial Chron- 
icle was slightly in excess of previous es- 
timates. To-day’s market has been abso- 
lutely featureless and the net result of the 
day’s trading has been a loss of about 1 
point as compared with last evening’s close.

paper: 


The object of the Torrens system is to 
give a new system of land title registration 
and transfer. The radical difference be- 
tween the Torrens and the present system 
is this: The Torrens system makes it the 
duty of the Registrar, or Recorder, to issue 
to the owner of land a certificate or war- 
rant of indefeasible title, whereas it is the 
duty of the Recorder now to simply record 
the evidences of title. 

In other words, under the Torrens system 
the State through its Registrars or Record- 
ers issues to each owner of land, and each 
subsequent owner thereof, an, indefeasible 
certificate of title. And this is)as it should 
be, for one of the elementary principles of 
common law relating to real property is, 
that all title thereto was at one time lodged 

‘in the State. Every owner of real estate, 
therefore, to present a-complete and perfect 
title must trace his title back to the State. 

We hear very much of “the original 

ant’? and upon that is every title based. 

t is the starting point from which every 
title is traced, and no abstract is perfec) and 
complete without this original grant. This 
original grant is the original certficate of 
title issued by the State. The word “‘State”’ 
is used in its generic sense, referring to the 
Government from which the grant was ob- 
tained. Now suppose all the present owners 
were the first owners, having received their

present there are two systems in operation 
in Illinois. If the land owner chooses to 
avail himself of the provisions of the Tor- 
rens act he files a written application to 
the Recorder of Land Titles, who is called 
the registrar, stating, among other things, 
that the applicant is the owner in fee sim- 
ple of the title and noting any liens or in- 
cumbrances to which the land may be sub- 
ject. The title is then investigated by two 
examiners appointed by the registrar, whose 
duty it is to examine all instruments and 
public records on file. If it appears that 
the applicant has not the fee simple title 
the application is dismissed; but if the in- 
vestigation shows that he has then a cer- 
tificate of title is issued by the registrar and 
the land is brought under operation of the 
act. 

The certificate states the mortgages or 
liens, if any, to which the land is subject. 
This certificate ig. not when first issued con- 
clusive as to the title,.as it was thought 
such a procedure would interfere with vest- 
ed rights and be unconstitutional. There- 
fore, the act provides that it shall not be- 
come conclusive until after the lapse of 
five years; that is to say,.any claim or right, 
mortgage or lien against the land registered 
must be filed and noted by the Registrar 
on the certificate within the five years or be 


vested right without giving the possessor 
his day in court. It provides a short lim!- 
tation of five years after the owner files 
his application for outstanding interests to 
file suit or have their claims noted by the 
Registrar on the certificate, at the end 
of which time the certificate of title as 
issued becomes conclusive as to the title 
and ownership. 


IMMENSE DEAL ON FOOT. 


New Subdivision to Be Opened in the 
Southwest Part of Town. 


One of the most important real estate 
deals ever projected in St. Louis was closed 


Saturday morning. It comprises the laying 
out by a syndicate of 840 acres of ground in 
the southwestern suburbs for residence 
property.

WILL REPORT ADVERSELY. 


Council Committee Promises to Op- 
pose Ives’ High Building Bill. 


The partisans fér and against the high 
building ordinance of Councilman‘ H. C, 
Ives were given another hearing Friday 
afternoon by the Legislative Committee 
of the Council. The session was attended 


by a number of architects and real estate 
men. 

President James M. Carpenter of the Real 
Estate Exchange spoke against the bill. 
He stated that from an aesthetic point of 
view he considered high buildings much 
more attractive and imposing than those 
so high. He cited as instances the Chemi- 
cal Building in front of which great crowds 
of admirers daily congregated, and exhibited 
a picture of the proposed eighteen-story 
structure at Sixth and Olive streets as il- 
lustrating how attractivé such structures 
might be made. He advanced other strong 
arguments against the passage of a bill re- 
stricting the height of buildings in St, Louis. 

W. S. Eames, for the St. Louis Chapter of 
Architects, submitted an amendment to 
Prof. Ives’ bill, which was published in the 
Post-Dispatch Jan. 22. He was closely ques- 
tioned by Councilman Ferriss on points 

rtaining to the restriction of height in 

uildings. He acknowledged that from the 
standpoint of fire danger an eight-sto or 
ten-story bu‘iding built of steel would be 
as dangerous as one twenty-five stories 
hi@h; also that the danger to steel struc- 
tures was from without and not from interi- 
or fires. His only objections to high build- 
ings were apparently on the ground of 
light and sanitation.. 

Architect Craig McClure argued at length 
against the passage of the ordinance, ad- 
vancing strong ‘reasons for killing the bill. 
His personal views and those of prominent 
men with whom he had conversed aAvere 
that vast amounts of capital would be kept 
from St. Lou's by such an ordinance. Most 
of the high buildings were on corners, he 
said, and there was not the slightest dan- 
ger of air and light being interfered with, 

Charles J. Dunnerman corrected state- 
ments made by Builder Henry Fairback 
at the previous committee hearing. The 
Union Trust Building was not, as stated, 
265 feet high, but 205, and the proposed 
building at Sixth and Olive will be 210 feet 
high, instead of 350, as stated by Mr. Fair- 
back. He said a large number of the mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange expressed 
theimselves as opposed to the The 
Real Estate Exchange, he said, had no 
objection to any provisions for making 
bulidings safe and thoroughly fire-proof, 
but that its members are opposed to any 
restrictions on height. High buildings 
were a necessity, as ground in the down- 
town districts is too valuable to admit of 
the building of smaller structures, This 
was illustrated in Chicago last week, where 
an inside lat on a prominent street sold 
for $15,780 per foot. 

L. A. Moffett eh gg’ strong argu- 
ments against the bill. There its a demand 
for tall structures, he said,*and he consid- 
ered that owners should be permitted to

H. W. Kirchner took up the points ad- 
vanced for the argument by Mr. Eames and 
showed their fallacy. 

Mr. Carpenter closed by saying that up 
to that time he had heard no tangible ar- 
guments for the bil, but he had heard 
many against it. He hoped that the legis- 
lative committee would give them the con- 
sideration they deserved and would report 
the bill adversely. 

The legislative committee promised to do 
so and announced that the hearing was 
closed for good. The bill will be reported 
next week,

Last, but by no means least, in this in-

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In Paris the evil has been recognized ania 
the authorities have caused to be placed fh 
public buildings and conveyances notices 
signed by the Prefect ef Police caution- 
ing people against expectoration on the 
floor. Notices of a like nature have been 
st aay in many other European cities, and 
hiladelphia and New York city, in this 
country, have adopted similar measures. 
For a number of years it has been known 
in medical colleges that the expectoration 
of sufferers from laryngeal or pulmonary 
tuberculosis (consumption), pneumonia, in- 
fluenza or la grippe, and from diphtheria, 
contains the specific germ of different dis. 
*€ases, and is capable of transmitting those 
diseases to others. There is, furthermore 
much evidence that a similar condition. ex.

“To sure the danger of contra 
some of these diseases from ‘aoe 
in public places is slight, as in most cases 
the patients are confined to their homes 
during the infectious period. But this is 
not universally the case. It has for many 
years been known that th 


dried and pulverized sputum 
suffering from the disease. 
may contain enormous numbers of living 
and virulent tubercle baccilli. Consump- 
tives are in many instances able to per- 
form their daily duties for years, and all 
the while their ya ee may contain 
the tubercle baccilli in large numbers. 

It is 
shown that with this disease mild cases are 
frequently not recognized while the diph- 


of pe 


theria baccilll present in the throat 
secretion may, should they be trans- 
mitted, produce as violent diphtheria 
in other persons as e baccilli 
from the severest type of the 
disease. It is often the case that these 


mild cases are not confined to their homes 
at any period of the infection. It is also 
true that during convalescence from more 
serious attacks, for as long as several 
weeks, the throat secretions may contain 
virulent diphtheria baccilll. 

“With la grippe, which at several periods 
during the last few years has been a source 
of great suffering and has led to a large 
mortality in St. Louis and other cities, it 
has been:shown conclusively that in a 
majority of cases tested the expectoration 
contains the baccilli, and it is probable that 
the disease, as is the case with certain other 
infectious diseases, is largely communi- 
cated from person to person through the 
dried expectoration floating in the dust 
through, the air.

. Way, the word lagniappe is one my hostess 
uses often and is as often called on to de- 
fine. It is a Latin word, and in New Orleans, 
where she and I learned it, stands for a lit- 
tle more, or a little extra. Dealers there 
keep always a heap of their wares especial- 
ly for lagniappé.”) Those pretty, creamy, 
egg-shaped confections known as meringues, 
or “‘kisses” for short. 

“Let’s make some, they _@re no trouble,” 
says Dame Industry, laughing when I hin» 
that now is a good time ind when we are 
all surfeited with macaroons to offer to 
teach us how ta make good things to eat. 

“We'll be hungry to-morrow,” she says, 
and adjourns to the dainty kitchen; when 
we leave an hour or two later, spicy odors 
and sweet linger around and about andevery 
blessed platter and dish has been in use. 
But what an array of tempting “kisses,’’ 
macarocns and chocolate sweeties are 
the result of our efforts! First we make 
the macaroons, both cocoanut and almond; 
not being able to decide which is best, we 
conclude to try both. For the first, the little 
dame weighs half a pound of desiccated 
cocoanut, and the same of powdered sugar, 
which has been sifted. One of us beats the 
whites of three eggs to a stiff froth, while 
another rolls and sifts enough soda crackers 
to make a half-pint of fine crumbs. Then 
all these are put into a bowl, an even tea- 
spoonful of bitter almond extract is added, 
and the whole lightly but thoroughly 
mixed, and dropped from a spoon on, sheets 
of paper, buttered and laid on flat tins. The 
oven is tested (it must be moderate) and the 
tins slipped in; the little cakes must be 
quite firm and delicate brown, which ought 
to take about fifteen to twenty minutes. 

‘While these delicate drops are baking, 
our brisk little hostess has blanched and 
skinned a pound of almonds, and I am elect- 
ed to pound them to a paste in the prettiest 
imaginable little marble mortar, with the 
cutest pestle. As I always envy the drug- 
gist’s assistant when I see him pounding 
things in a mortar with a pestle, I am in 
the seventh heaven, and succeed, with my 
friend’s warnings and some rosewater, 
in producing a perfectly delicious paste, 
{ which would surely grow beautifully less 
were my greediness not restrained. Into 
this is stirred a pound of fine, sifted sugar 
and the stiffly beaten whites of seven eggs. 
The same tins are provided with new but- 
tered papers and the mixture dropped on 
them; a little powdered sugar is sifted over 
and they are slipped into a very moderate 
oven, there t6 puff a little and take on 
the requisite golden brown tint. If you.do 
not think these macaroons are good, just 
try this recipe, but be sure you use a mor- 
tar and pestle.

Ai “two-headed snake” sounds like a 
fairy tale. But the two-headed snakes ex- 
fist. They are common enough down on the 
Amazon River and are well known to the 
mative fishermen who get their living in the 
great Marajo Bay, along the Locatines 
River, and in the smaller rivers running 
out of the bay and around the city of Para, 
on the coast of Brazil. 

Sometimes an inquisitive traveler in those 
regions, hearing talk of “two-headed 
genakes,'’ will openly scoff at the idea, **Two- 
headed snakes, indeed! That is a story for 
the marines.” The native fishermen does not 
waste time in natural history discussions 
with the sneerer. “‘Seein’s believin’ ”’ is his 
creed. 

He just starts out, catches a few of 
these two-headed water snakes, and lets 
the incredulous traveler see for himself that 
well-known product of South America. 

The body of the snake is striped, giving 
it somewhat the appearance of a common 
garter snake. It is usually from 1 to 3 feet 
jong. When gliding along it might be mis- 
taken for a large eel, but when caught the 
remarkable fact is discovered that it pos- 
gesses a perfectly formed and symmetrical 
head at each end of its long body. The two 
heads are almost precisely alike in form,

HYPNOTISM ON 
HENS AND BIRDS.

‘How to hypnotize is something that the. 

advanced physician must know nowadays. 
He makes-it the subject of scientific study 
and puts it to practical uses. Hypnotic 
treatment is being used as a satisfactory 
qure for a number of cases. 

In the Post-Graduate Medical School 
and Hospital, in New York, the subject is 
given great attention. The practicing phy- 
siclans, who come from all parts of the 
country for post-graduate study, are shown 
practical demonstrations from time to time 
of the use of hypnotism in practice. There 
are occasional lectures given upon the 
subject. As might be supposed it is the 
professors in the department of “diseases 
of the mind and nervous system” who pay 
the most attention to the subject. Such 

hysicians as Dr. Charles L. Dana and 

. Graeme M. Hammond have for a numi- 
ber of years been experimenting with hyp- 
notism. While Dr, Dana delivers occasional 
lectures upon the subject, and all the pro- 
fessors and instructors of the department 
of nervous diseases employ hypnotism oc- 
casionally, the one man in the institution 
who is authority upon the subject is Dr. 
Abbot C. Combes. Dr. Combes, who is a 
siender, energetic, pleasant-mannered man, 
ebout thirty-five years of age, was a stu- 
dent of hypnotism under the great Char- 
cot, of Paris, the father of modern hypno- 
tism. 

Dr. Combes is a strong believer in the 
treatment, and does most of the hypnotiz- 
ing and gives most of the lectures and dem- 
onstrations. A reporter was permitted to 
witness a recent demonstration, and after- 
ward some practical applications in the-dis- 
pensary. ) 


An opera-glass, although s very useful 
thing in its place, is at its best cumber- 
|gome and awkward to carry. When the 
hour of its usefuJness has passed it is much 
in the way.

ITS A SACRED 


Rare Animal Recently Brought 
to This Country. = 


There has recently been imported into this 
country ‘a very fine specimen of white 
elephant. which is now in New York. The 
anifhal was caught near Palembang, in 
Southeastern Sumatra, on June 17 of last 
year, Thoughtful elephant experts have 
declared it to be a sacred elephant, for 
the following reasons: In addition to the 
light color of the skin he (this is a boy ele- 
phant) has five white “hoofs” on each foot. 
He has a pink color about the ‘ears; the 


hair about the lip is light in color, and 
the tail has no tuft of hair on the end. 
All of these characteristics must be present 
if a white elephant is to make any preten- 
sion at all to being sacred. 

These same elephant experts have also 
pronounced that this creature is about 
eighteen months old. His height is 3 feet 
9 inches, which represents an average 
growth of about 3 feet a year—quite a 
fair rate of growth for a baby. - His weight 
is 500 pounds, but this he is expected-to in- 
crease rapidly as soon as he becomes fa- 
miliar with the customs, language and in- 
stitutions of this country. t present he 
appears somewhat confused, possibly be- 
cause he arrived just at a time when many 
of our citizens were about to exterminate 
the British for the sake of the Monroe 
doctrine: He had never seen so much fe- 
rocity and exeitement before. 

Under ordinary conditions this baby is a 
very delightful companion, permitting and 
even inviting the greatest liberties. He 
has been named Kedah, and he is the only 
really white. elephant that has ever been 
brought to this country. The late P. T. 
Barnum devoted many precious moments 
of his life in the effort to secure just such a 


prize as this elephant is, but he failed. © It 
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port these hundreds of machines without 
damage and at the same time so arrange 
them that they will take up as little space 
as possible In the baggage cars. 

One of the cleverest devices of this sort 
is the invention of a Frenchman, M, Joseph 
Oller, who, curiously enough, is a theatri- 
cal manager, being the director of the Olym- 
pia, the Moulin Rouge and the Jardin de 
Paris.

This apparatus consists,-first, of an iron 
circle, 8 or 10 feet in diameter, having a 
sort of track about its outer rim, which is 
fastened to the floor of the car.

merous rollers, which permit it to revolve

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W. S. Chaplin, Chancellor of Washington 
University, was born in Maine, in 1847. He 
went to West Point in 1866 and graduated 
in 1870. He served as\Lieutenant in the 6th 
Artillery Regiment, stationed at Newport, 
R. I., until 1872,,;when he resigned to practice 
his profession of civil engineer, which he 
continued to do for two years, when he was 
offered and accepted the Chair of Math- 
ematics in the Maine State College. 

Prof. Chaplin taught in this college until 
1877, when his learning and executive ability 


and especially his attainments in engineer- 
ing led to his being offered the professor- 
ship of that science in the Imperial Univer- 
sity at Tokio, Japan, by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. He accepted and sailed for Japan 
early in 1877. He remained there six years, 


and until a desire to return to his native 
land Jed him to*resign. 

On his return, jn 1883, he practiced his 
profession until the fai! of 18H, when he 
was appointed Professor of Engineering at 
Union College, Schenectady, N. Y. From 
there he went to Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in 1886, as Professor of En- 
gineering and Dean of the Lawrence Scien- 
tific School. 

Prof. Chaplin remained at Harvard until 
1891, when he came to St. Louis to accept 
the Chancellorship of Washington Univer- 
sity. The University has shown a steady 
increase and development during his term. 
The most important step taken during his 
inc bency has been the movement to re- 
move the University #o a site northwest 
of Forest Park. Of the $200,000 necessary 
to accomplish this change, $140,000 has al- 
ready been secured, so that it may be 
looked upon as accomplished.

New Zealand Agair. 


“While I write theSe words the fan and 
long gloves of our ‘general servant’ are 
lying on the kitchen dresser. She is an ex- 
cellent servant, and the dresser is a very 
clean one.

The above is a foot-note to the article 
by Mr. Edward Reeves of New Zealand to 
the Westminster Review for December, 
from which I quoted last Sunday. 
In presenting the George doctrine to the 
public we are frequently Charged with being 
mere theorists and unable to demonstrate 
our practicability; that we may, perhaps, 
be correct in theory, but cage wrong 
practically, and much more of the same 
tenor. For a year or more we have been 
pointing to New Zealand as an object les- 
son of what we may expect when we put 
the single tax into force. New Zealand hag 
adopted the principle, to a limited extent, 
and its results are all that we have claimed 
for it, and we have the official testimony 
of our consul stationed at Auckland as proof 
of our contention. At the time he made his 
first report on the subject he was not a con- 
vert to the idea but afterwards became so, 
I hereunder append an excerpt from that 
report which will give some idea of its 
character: 
“In the matter of taxation laws New Zea- 
land excels as compared with the other 
Australasian colonies, and perhaps with 
many older countries. Here, at least, leg- 
islation has been introduced that has ‘been 
most vidlently assailed as betng experi- 
mental, socialistic, confiscatory and imprac- 
ticable. But, regardless of this terrible ar- 
reignmedt, the pan meget a are Bn 
success es an ven 
fully and y< le other countries 
e principles. 
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world. To the progressive statesmansh 
of those far-off countries we indebie 
for the Australian ballot system and the 
Torrens system of land transfers, and there 
is little doubt that scientific taxation will 
first be demonstrated in the same part of the 
world. Some years ago ew Zealand 
adopted a small measure of the single tax 
with the resuit of bringing to that colony 
greater prosperity than it had ever before 
known, and at” time, too, when a dreadful 
industrial depresssior was bringing want 
and misery to all other parts of the civilized 
world. The object lesson was not lost on the 
neighboring colonies, and now New South 
Wales has lished the taxation of person- 
al property d improvements on land and 
adopted a land value taxation law much 
more radical and scientific than that of New 
Zealand. In addition to the land value taxés 
the new law provides for a stiff tax on in- 
comes and a tariff for revenue, but pro- 
vision is made for the gradual abolition of 
the tariff taxes, and by the year 1901 the 
country will have almost absolute free trade. 
As the people are now in a fearful state of 
poverty and the public treasury bankrupt, 
it will be interesting to note the recupera- 
tive effects of the new financial: legislation. 
Although the present law is only a smal! 

rt of what single taxers demand, yet it 
s in the right direction and‘ will certainly 
work wonders in redeeming New South 
Wales from her poverty.”
